DECLARES MILITARY STEPS IN

AMSTERDAM, Jan. 22.—In reply 
to a British note requesting the 
German government to refrain {rgp 
further provocation of the Polish 
population in East and West Prus- 
sia, Posen and Silesia, the German 
government, according to a dispatch 
from Berlin, expresses agreement 
with Great Britain that the future 
of the German eastern [rontier de- 
pends upon the Peace Tonference. 
e German note expresses sur- 
prise at the request to refrain from 
provocation and says that.the re- 
quest “can only be attributed to 
the fact that the British govern- 
ment is inadequately informed of 
events in the east” 

The German note «declares that 
Germany has done everything to re- 
Adress Polish grievances and accuses 
the Poles of continually provoking 
the Germans. It says that Posen is 
in a state of upheaval, and that 
the German population has appealed 
for help to the German government, 
which has been forced to take mili- 
tary measures to restore law and 
order. 

The note asserts that, while the 
German government has refrained 
from action against Polish nationals 
who “planned and committed trea- 
fon and revolt.” it cannot “suffer 
ambitious imperialism to reign su- 
preme.” 

Events in upper Siles'a, the Ger- 
man note contends, have nothing 
in common with national questions; 


can be no talk of a national Polish 
movement there, 

The note concludes: 

“All mensures of the German gov- 
ornment since the conclusion of the 
armistice have served only to carry 
out the prescriptions of the treaty 
toward unjustifiable Polish attempts 
to bring the Polish question to a 
head before the Peace Conference.”

Army Intelligence Officer Tells 
Senate of Conditions. 


Declares German Agent Aided 
Ford's Peace Party.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 22.— Archi- 
bald Stevenson of New York, a rep- 
resentative of the military intelli- 
gence service, testifying today be- 
fore the Senate Propaganda Investi- 
gating Committee, declared a large 
number of professors in American 
colleges and universities subscribed 
to radical and pacifist views. This, 
he said, was particularly true of pro- 
fessors and instructors in sociology, 
economics and history. 

The witness sald he would give tne 
names of such professors to the 
committee. 

Senator King of Utah remarked 
that it was time to “weed out and 
drive out of our universities these 
pernicious teachings.” 

The committee decided to discuss 
in executive semion whether the 
names of the professors should be 
made public. 

Referring to the Ford peace par- 
ty. Mr. Stevenson said Rosika 
Schwimmer, who aided in the move- 
ment and accompanied the peace 
ship to Europe, undoubtedly was, a 
German agent. 

He said the Church Peace Union, 
founded by Andrew Carnegie, with- 
out the knowledge of its officials 
and members, was used by the Na- 
tion Civil Liberties Bureau in getting 
pacific views from pastors of 
churches. 

The Nonpartisan League was char- 
acterized as a pacifist movement. 
Mr. Stevenson said the o ization 
was financed by dues of its mem- 
bers, some of which were paid in 
cash and others in notes, on which 
money was advanced by Rudolph 
Pagenstacher, a New York banker. 

Among other organizations he 
mentioned were the Anti-Prepared- 
ness Committee, out of which grew 
the American Union Against Min- 
tariem: the American Neutrality 
Conference, the People's Ceunci! fo 
Peace and Democracy, and the 
Christian Socialists in America.

COBLENZ, Jan. 20 (via Paris, 
Jan. 22.)—-Jeutonig ‘accents will 
not be injected into the “Star Span- 
led Banner” if the Third Army 
has anything to say about it.

SHIPBUILDERS ‘ORGANIBATION 

(ay A FP. NIGHT WIRK) 

WASHINGTON, Jan. %2234-The 
foundation of a permanent organiza- 
tion having for its purpose the main- 
tenance and expansion of the Ameri- 
can merchant marine was laid here 
today at a conference of representa- 
tives of ship operators, builders and 
employees.

“A great part of that cost.“ the 
speaker declared, “is due to the 
great increase in the cost of labor 
in this country.

There is no possible way efficiency 
of American shipbuilders can bring 
that cost down. Should changes of 
labor conditions in England equalize 
that cost we still have Italy and 
Japan as competitors, and the situa- 
tion is an impossible one on a 
straight competitive basis. Any 
considération of the question of an 
American merchant marine must 
be based upon these facts.” 
Mr. Ferguson said his company 
had “struggled over the prostrate 
form of the American shipbuliding 
industry for many years before the 
war to get contracts.” 
“There are come vwractieal things 
this country must do if it intends 
to get and keep a merchant marine,” 
Mr. Ferguson sald. “You can't talk 
about Yankee ingenuity and pass 
good resolutions and do the job. 
The best shipbullders in the world 
are along the Clyde in England and 
the best American managers, 
engineers, architects and workmen 
learned the trade there.

SAYS LAW BARS SALE

CARRANZA’S NEPHEW ASSERTS 
COUNTRY NEVER WOULD 
ALLOW PURCHASE. 


(BY A P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

EL PASO, Jan. 22.—Purchase of 
Lower California by the United 
States would be impossible under 
the present Mexican constitution, 
and never would be permitted ly 
the Mexican people, Sebastian Car- 
ranza, nephew of President Car- 
ranza, declared here tonight at a 
dinner given in honor of Jesus Au- 
gustin Castro, Subdsecretary of War 
©f Mexico. Senor Carranza inter- 
rupted one of the Mexican speak- 
ere, whd referred to the possible 
purchase of Lower California, to 
make the declaration. 

President Carranza is preparing 
a manifesto restoring all confiscated 
property to the original owners 
throughout Mexico, according to an 
article published in La Republica, a 
Mexican daily here opposed to Car- 
ranza, credited to an unnamed Mex- 
leo City newepaper. The decree will 
affect all property seized during the 
revolutions by State governments, 
military leaders and the national 
government, the article stated, and 
the owners or their representatives 
Will be invited to return and receive 
their property. 

The same paper published what 
was claimed to be an authentic 
version of a manifesto issued by 
Felix Diaz addressed to the United 
States and Allied governmerts re- 
questing recognition of the belliger- 
ency of the Dias movement under 
the name of the “National Army of 
Reorganization.” with Das as its 
chief. The manifesto asserts the 
Diaz movement is in position to 
“establish international relations 
with foreign fovernments” and as- 
sume the responsibility of giving 
Fuarantees in all places it controls 
in the republic. 

The National Army of Reorgan!- 
mation has raised as its banner the 
Federal constitution ef 1857, the 
Magna Charta of Mexico. the ob- 
fervance of which has disappeared 
in places controlled by the Carran- 
the proclamation states.

STATE “SEWED UP” BY LAW. 


City Attorneys Demand Court Review of 
| Railroad Commission Decisions. 


The City Attorneys’ Association of 
Southern California went on record 
last night, at its monthly dinner at 
Christopher's, in favor of legislation 
making possible a review by the 
courts of decisions of the State Rail- 
road Commission. Under the law as 
it now stands, the commission's de- 
cisions may be reviewed only by the 
Supreme Court where confiscation of 
property under a commission de- 
cision is shown. In the recent case 
where cities appealed to the Fu- 
preme Court against the raise in cer- 
tain Pacific Electric fares, the court 


held that it had no power to review 
the decision. 

City Attorney William. Hazlett of 
South Pasadena, who has already 
forwarded to Speaker Wright for 
introduction proposed amendments 
to the public utilities law, said: 

“The State of California is sewed 
up, as the law now stands, and the 
right of appeal to the courts on law 
points should be granted.“ Mr. Haz- 
lett sald that, while he had been a

'|McGwire Denies He Meant 


Rates Were Held Up. 


Thé Los Angeles Ges and Electric 
Corporation, through Champ 8 
Vance, itg second vice-premdent, 
yesterday addressed a communica- 
tion to Mayor Woodman charg- 
ing Charles H. McGwire, of 
the Board of Public Utilities with 
an attack upon the integrity of the 
State Railroad Commission in the 
matter of surcharge rates 

It is claimed that Mr. McGwire 
sought information from the cor- 
poration during the hearing of the 
application from several gas com- 
panies doing budiness in this city 
and which desired a surcharge be- 
cause of war conditions and the 
high cost of material. The informa- 
tion sought, the communication 
says, would not have been pertinent 
to the case and Vice-President 
Vance refused to furnish the daha, 
whereupon the assistant engineer of 
the Public Utilities Board is de- 
clared to have said: “Well, if you 
don't give it to us it will be a long 
time before you get any surcharge.” 

Mr. Vance says the matter was 
passed over at the time, but con- 
tinues that on Tuesday Mr. Me- 
Gwire called him on the telephone 
and asked when the company ex- 
pected to get its gas surcharge rate. 
The letter continues: 

“Upon being informed that we 
had no definite information on the 
subject, but expected in the ordinary 
course of events that the decision 
of the commission would be an- 
nounced within a week or two, he 
exclaimed, well, Vance, you remem- 
ber what I told you last summer 
came true, that ft would be a long 
time before you got your eurcharge. 

“It is well known that the delay 
of the Railroad Commission in ren- 
deving its decision in this matter is 
directly attributable to the epidemic 
of influenza throughout the State 
and the reflection upon the integrity 
of the commission contained in the 
words of Mr. McGwire would pass 
unnoticed except that coming from 
an official of the Board of Public 
Utilities it evinces a total lack of 
propriety in one who is charged with 
the duty of fair and just treatment 
of the public service corporations of 
this city. The matter is called to 
your attention in order that the 
responsibility for such reflections 
upon the Railroad Commission of 
this State may be properly placed.” 

Mr. McGwire denies the correct- 
ness of the interpretation placed 
upon his words.

PINCH OF TAXATION, 

The income tax law carries the most 
Sigantic imposts in the financial history of 
the country. Imposts that are not yet fully 
realized, but which we must prepare to meet. 
The making up of the information required 
by the government, and upon which the tax 
is levied is an intricate and forbidding task, 
especially to the man or Wowan who does 
not keep books. 

The Federal government in account with 
the people of the United States for services 
rendered, $6,000,000,000. Please remit. 

This in effect is the statement which the 
bead book-keeper of the nation is about to 
render to several million customers who 
have been buying heavily on credit during 
the past year. 

The bill will be paid, for Uncle Sam has 
the best collection agency in the world. He 
has officers und detectives and courts and 
jails, and there is no escape from his in- 
exorable demands. 

It so happens that in this instance there 
is little chance to evade the bill even if any 
considerable number were so minded. Per- 


haps we did not understand that each one 


of us would be held personally responsible. 
Perhaps we told our agents at Washington 
to “go ahead and never mind the cost,” 
without baving in mind thé day of reckon- 
ing. Perhaps we harbored an embryo 
thought that some way, somehow, George 
would pay for it. The fact remains, how- 
ever, that we did order the goods; that we 
received what we ordered and that now it 
is time to settle. ‘ 

it Is not only the meeting of the Federal 
tax bill for approximate services rendered, 
even if those services were rendered at top 
cost and without plane and specifications as 
in the case of the miliiong wasted early in 
the war in airplane development which failed 
to develop, that is giving the men and wom- 
en behind the nation’s purse strings food for 
refiection, but in the contemplation of a 
@eficit for the fiscal year of $250,000,000 In 
the governmental handling of the railroads, 
both those of large and small income may 
well feel the gravest concern. it is one 
thing to be taxed for somethirig for which 
the public is given a “run for its money:” 
it is quite another to be muicted to make 
good @ deficit rolled up through a mistaken 
idea of administrative ability to run a highly 
specialized business at a profit. During the 
war months of government railroad contro! 
public sentiment has crystallized against a 
continued peace control, The dream has 
had a dismal awakening, and worse, for any 


business which cannot be conducted with 


out an annual toss of $250,000,000 is no 
business for politicians to play with. The 
fate of paying higher freight, express, mail 
and passenger rates than ever before, and 
then on top of that being taxed to meet a 
tremendous deficit, will be viewed with, 
deepest apprehension by everyone, for it 
presents a condition attacking the pocket- 
book of every citizen of whatever degree of 
wealth or earning power. We are all hit 
in some way. 

The burden of the new tax falls with espe- 
cial weight upon those whose incomes run 
in five or six figures, although Many a man 
whose receipts are between $6000 and 
$10,000 is going to pause when he contem- 
plates the 12 per cent. normal and 5 per 
cent. surtax. 

A salaried man who earns $3000 in a 
year must pay the governmem $60 provided 
he is married and has no dependent children. 
Two hundred dollars exemption is allowed 
for dependent child. The man whose 
income is $500,000 must return $323,030, con- 
siderably more than half of it to the govern- 
ment, while from that point up to $1,500,000 
he is permitted to retain but a small portion 
of his gains. 

The income tax lew is upsetting to our 
preconceived notions of personal right. We 
thought we were “hard hit” a year ago, but 
that levy was as the bite of a cootle to the 
sting of a machine-gun bullet, and we must 
be up and doing to scrape together the 
wherewithal, It is an honest bill rendered for 
value received. It is our bill and it must be 
paid, but $6,000,000,000 cannot be withdrawn 
from circulation without some pain. it is 
what our surgeon friends would call a major 
operation, but a major operation is some- 
times: necessary to save the life of the 
patient. 

The 1919 income tax levy will be a shock, 
but a shock forewarned is not 80 great a 
shock as the sudden unexpected plunge. Be 
warned. Secure from the collector's office 
or from newspaper reports statements of 
what is necessary to be done in making up 
your return. Have the figures ready so that 
when the blanks are available the shock will 
have been absorbed: you will have the data 
at hand, and know perhaps where the money 
is coming from and what must be left un- 
done in order that we do not ault in our 


duty as individuals or as a nat i 


The impost is not fatal. We can pay it 
if we are ready. It is the peak of the load, 
and a long pull, a strong pull and a pull 
together will put us over the top and start 
us down the hill with c hands and the 
consciousness of an un t duty well 
performed. 


INGLE TAX YET AGAIN. 

Not deterred by their overwhelming de- 
feat in the last general election, the “single 
tax” propagandists are again busily at work. 
A new bill has been introduced at Sacra- 
mento providing for single tax in a disguised 
form and the single tax organs are resuming 
their ancient clamor about the “idle acres.” 
Their assertion that there are literally mil- 
Ifone of idle acres in California and other 
States is true. They point to a defect in 
our industrial system which all have recog- 
nized; but the remedy which they propose 
would only ageravate the disease. There 
are millions of idle acres in California and 
elsewhere, and there are millions of idle 
men who, if proper inducement and oppor 
tunity were offered, could make those acres 
profitable. The State tax burden has been 
doubled in ten years and the land bears its 
proportionate share. Yet even the single 
taxers will not argue that a doubled tax has 
caused the cultivation of the idle acres. The 
lMghter the fixed charges, the more profitable 
cultivation becomes; that ts axiomatic. If 
the single taxers would turn their attention 
to a revision of the Federal immigration laws 
they might give definite assistance in solv- 
ing the problem of populating the idle acres.
